normal insofar as the public utilities 
were concerned. 


The search for the six members of 


the crew of the steamer Convoy has 
almost been abandoned 
and

Have practically been given

as 


lost. 
If this proves true the death 


list will be swelled to thirty six. 


Probably the most pathetic inci- 


dent of the storm occurred today 
When one funeral service was held 
for eleven of the victims. Five of 
the caskets held the bodies of mem- 
bers of the family of Meyer Tennen- 
baum, while the other six contained 
the bodies of Mr. and Mr, J. Cohen 
and their four children. The Tennen- 
baums and Cohens were closely re- 
lated. 


Coroner Foertmeyer today decided 


to begin at once his investigation 
into the. deaths of the 
victims of 


Wednesday night's storm. The first 
inquest taken up is in the case of 
Humane Society Officer James Allen, 
killed at the Odd Fellows' temple. 


• The coroner announced that he 
would proceed with the inquest as 
Rapidly as possible so that a complete 
Report would be available within a 
few days. 
He said that he expects

Fire On Transport Put Out 


Without Explosion and She 


Arrives Safely at Halifax

Halifax, N. S., July 9.—The At- 


lantic transport 
liner 
Minnehaha, 


which caught fire Wednesday on her 
way from New York to London, with 
15,000 tons of 
war 
munitions on 


board, after an explosion which may 
have been caused by an infernal ma- 
chine sent aboard by Frank Hojt> J. 
P. Morgan's assailant, steamed slow- 
ly through mist and drizzling rain 
into Halifax harbor today. 


Early wireless advices from Cap- 


tain Claret indicated that the flames 
had been mastered during the night, 
that the blaze had been all but ex- 
tinguished, and that all danger ap- 
parently was passed. 


The flames were confined to No. 3 


hold, which is a considerable distance 
from the spot where were stored the 
thousands of cases of cordite, loaded 
shrapnel shells, cartridges, oils and 
other explosives 
and 
inflammable 


material which the Minnehaha was 
conveying to England for use of the 
British army. 


Since the news of the flre in the 


Minnehaha's hold was received here 


yesterday the department of marine 
has had a government steamer in 
readiness to go to the assistance of 
the liner, 
if 
necessary. 
Arrange- 


ments had also been made for berth- 
ing the steamer in such a position 
in the harbor that shipping and prop- 
erty on shore would not be menaced 
by an explosion in the event that the 
fire communicated with the chemi- 
cals and explosives stored in the aft- 
er hold. 


A message 
from Captain Clare* 


said that the fire appeared to have 
been put out and that it probably 
would be necessary to discharge part 
of the cargo here. 


Though speculation generally has 


credited the explosion which caused 
the fire to the activities of Prank 
Holt, who before his suicide had 
made known his intention of sinking 
a transatlantic liner, there was noth- 
ing in the advices from the steamer 
so far as received this morning, fur- 
ther to substantiate this theory. 


A large number of newspaper clip-

Trinidad, Colo., July 9.—Charges 


that the verdict by which John R. 
Lawson, 
international 
executive 


board member of the United Mine 
Workers of America was convicted 
of first degree murder, was secured 
through intimidation and jury tamp- 
ering by a court bailiff, were aired 
in the district court here today in the 
arguments on Lawson's motion for a 
new trials. The arguments were be- 
fore Judge Granby Hillyer, who pre- 
sided in the Lawson case. A motion 
to prohibit Judge Hillyer from hear- 
ing several additional strike cases is 
pending in the 
Colorado supreme 


court. 


Lawson was convicted May 3, of 


first degree murder in 
connection 


with the killing of John Nimmo, a 
deputy sheriff, in a battle near Lecl- 
low, Colo., between 
deputies 
and 


striking coal miners. 


The motion for a new trial Sled 


by Lawson's attorneys was 
accom- 


panied by an affidavit 
signed 
by 


Grover Hall, a member of the jury 
which convicted the Ia1>or leader. In 
it Hall declares he believes Lawson 
innocent. He swears that during the 
more than forty hours of jury delib- 
eration he was repeatedly 
told by 


Frank Goodeu the bailiff in charge 
of the jury that his wife was danger- 
ously ill. 
The affidavit makes the 


further charge that on May 3, the 
jury was not taken to luncheon at 
the usual hour and that Gooden' in- 
formed Hall that Judge Hillyer had 
ordered the jurors to be locked in a 
room and given no food until they 
had agreed upon a verdict. 
Finally, 


Hall declares, he agreed to vote for 
a verdict which he believed was con- 
trary to the evidence. 


An affidavit by Bert Bramlett, who 


served as bailiff in the murder trial 
of Louis Zancanelli preceding 
the 


Lawson trial stated that Gooden had 
boasted to Mm that he had "brought 
pressure to bear upon Grover Hall, 


Berta Hall, wife of Grover Hall, in 


an affidavit offered when the hear- 
ing opened, swore that during the 
Lawson trial she had a cold. The af- 
fidavit -charges that on the evening 
of May 2, "one Zeke Martin was in 
the house of affiant and insisted that 
affiant should have a doctor; that 
Martin finally called a physician who 
said Mrs. Hall was not seriously ill." 
Zeke Martin at the time was under 
sheriff. 
Other affidavits submitted 


are from men alleged to have partici- 
pated as mine guards in the battle In 
which Nimmo was killed and purport 
to indicate that Nimmo was struck 
by a bullet fired by one of the guards 
not by strikers.

July 9.—General Botha, commander 
of the forces of the Union of South 
Africa, has accepted the surrender o° 
all German military forces in German 
Southwest Africa. 


After 
suppressing 
the 
rebellion 


against British authority in the Union 
of South Africa, Gt-neral Botha took 
command of British operations against 
German Southwest Africa and headed 
an invasion of that territory late in 
February. His 
operations were re- 


ported to be uniformly successful. 


The forces under his command cap- 


tured Olymbingue on May 
4. 
Two 


days later it was Announced that he 
had occupied the important 
railway 


junction of Karibib and other stations 
after a march of «•"> miles over a 
waterless waste 
during 
which 
the 


troops suffered severely 
from 
heat, 


thirst and hi.nger. 


The road to Windhoek, capital of 


the German territory, was opened by 
tl'o 
occupation 
of 
Keetmanshop- 


Windhoek was taken May 13 without 
opposition on the part of the German 
forces. 
Martial law was proclaimed 


throughout the conquered territory. 


Reports from London recently have 


stated that the surrender of all the 
German forces was expected 
soon. 


British military experts have contend- 
ed that General Bothki has conducted 
a masterly campaign. 


German Southwest Africa is located 


on the west coast of Africa extending, 
from the Orange river to the Cunene 
river, about 900 miles. It Mes between 
Portuguese West Africa and Cape Col- 
ony, extending eastward to the Brit- 
ish sphere. The area is 322.450 square 
miles. The population 
is 
70,556, 


chiefly Hottentots and Bushmen. The 
European population in 1913 was 14,- 
815, 
of whom" 12,292 were Germans. 


Tbe military force, including police, is 
given in the latest reports as 2,902.

States consuls in the northern part 
of Mexico, pleading that decisive ac- 
tion to bring peace and tranquility 
to the southern republic be taken 
within a month. 


The consuls 
refer to the threat- 


ened famine in Mexico, inability of 
the heads of the warring factions to 
bring peace, 
and predict that if 


prompt action is not taken by the 
United States conditions far worse 
than ever, will prevail. 
As a solu- 


tion of Mexico's internal troubles it 
is urged that recognition be accorded 
some element that may establish a 
strong government. 


With these reports, together with 


reports of continued food shortage 
in the southern republic, before Pres- 
ident Wilson, it was wondered here 
if the president might not soon take 
a decisive course to bring peace as 
hinted at in his recent statement call- 
ing upon the leaders of the various 
factions to settle their differences.

considered so vital that all the re- 
sources of the soutn African union' 
were used in it, but its successful 
conclusion probably means that ae- 
spite the fact that German East Af- 
rica remains unconquered, a contin- 
gent will be dispatched to Prance 
while additional forces will continue 
the campaign in East Africa. 


The nnal disposition of German! 


Southwest Africa has not been of- 
ficially announced, but it generally 
is believed here that it will oecome 
a part of the South African union. 


History is repeating itself near 


Lublin, in Southern Russian-Poland, 
where last September the Austro- 
Hungarians 
experienced a severs 


check in their attempt against War- 
saw. Special dispatches from Petro- 
grad report that the Russian posi- 
tion now is very hopeful and that the 
possibility 
of- the Austro-Germana 


carrying Warsaw 
by sudden 
On- 


slaught is obviated. It is explained 
by Russian commentators that the 
Austro-German forces now are oper- 
ating into a country which frequent 
campaigns have turnea Into a desert 
and where the problems of transport 
and commissariat are infinitely mora 
complex than they were in the GaJ- 
ician operations. 


The Austrians reverse is explained 


by London military experts as due to 
the ardor of Archduke Ferdinand's 
army, which, in the rush 
on 
the 


Krasnik-Lubin line, got so far ahead 
of Field Marshal von Mackensen's 
forces- that a junction was impossible 
and that the Russians on being rein- 
forced then flung 
themselves 
on 


their pursuers. Vienna admits that 
the Austrians have been compelled to 
retreat from the Lublin region. 


The only success claimed by the

front is in southern Poland, west of 
the Vistula river, where the Russians 
are presumably withdrawing towards 
new lines around Warsaw.

and the estimated height of the air- 
ship. 
On receipt of this at the aer- 


drome, the scout planes start out. 


Usually the Zeppelin 
chooses a 


dark night for a rajd. 
Its ma/chine- 


guns amply protect its giant frame 
from air attacks at its height, level 
and below. But the gas bags render 
it vulnerable from above. 
To be at 


an advantage, the chaser must arise 
to a greater height than the invader, 
which is able to attain a maximum 
height of about 11,000 feet. 


Unlike the gas ship, which 
can 


ascend swiftly at will, the aeroplane 
has to circle up slowly and laborous- 
ly. The scout probably starts out in 
the. pitch dark with clouds to pass 
through. 
After the necessary alti- 


tude is reached, he has to speculate 
perhaps vaguely as to his position 
and then settle on his course. If he 
is sailing over country occupied by 
the Germans, he has to dodge 
the 


searchlights which are touching up 
the clouds. Once caught, the shrap- 
nel from the anti-aircraft guns be- 
gins to burst. 
The scout then has 


to dive, circle, reverse 
and 
dodge 


about until he gets out of range and 
safe into the dark again. II requires 
all the nerve the airman possesses 
to keep himself under control while 
the p-hells burst with blinding flashes 
and the searchlights 
play 
on the 


clouds. 


Safe into the dark, 
the 
hunter 


watches for his first clue-—a Zeppelin 
signal from below in the form of 
fire flashes. This seen, he 
shapes 


his course for it. 


If the moon is due to come up at 


this time, the work is simplified, for 
the form of the Zeppelin 
may 
be 


easily seen if within range. 
If una- 


ware of the impending attack, the 
enemy's course is regular with the 
long sausage like form running on 
a level. 


The problem is now to keep clear 


of the Zeppelin's ears. 
The Zeppe- 


lin's engines can be slowed down so 
that the louder buzz of 
the 
aero- 


plane may be overheard. 


if the Zeppelin detects the noise 


of the attacker, he 
flashes 
lights 


that illuminate all of the surround- 
ing clouds. Once he sees the object 
of his search, his machine-guns be- 
gin to play. 


fhero. is a case recounted by an 


aviator where his pausing aeroplane 
took refuge in a cloud and then pass- 
ed over and dropped bombs 
along 


what he thought was the Zeppelin'? 
probable course, which he based on 
the sound of the enemy's machine- 
guns. At the same time, the Zeppe- 
lin was firing into the cloud in the 
hope of getting in a chance shot at 
the pursuer. Each lost the other in 
the clouds, and the Britisher return- 
ed to his 
base 
without 
knowing 


whether or not he had damaged his 
enemy. 
The Zeppelin probably did 


tlie same thing.

States, according to T. 0. Sullivan, 
general manager of the Manufactur- 
ers' Light and Heat company, a gas 
expert. Mr. "Sullivan late yesterday 
made a test of the flow of gas and 
estimated the pressure at 70 pounds 
and the flow 
at 
least 
75,000,000 


cubic feet a day. He said, however, 
that the test was inaccurate for, be- 
cause of the tremendous pressure it 
was impossible to hold the gauge 
over the mouth of the well and that 
he belived the 
flow 
might 
reach 


100,000,000 cubic feet. 


Because of the danger from fire, 


a detail 
of the state constabulary 


from Greensburg, Pa., has been sta- 
tioned in the vicinity of the well to 
keep back sightseers and to prevent 
the use of matches. 
Efforts to con- 


trol the flow have proved futile and 
the strong pressure has 
practically 


demolished a derrick, 
eighty 
feet 


high which was erected
